“All the Slayers Not Found.” | 


Prosecutor McClintock declared that | 
“all the murderers have not been | 
found,” and Homer Durand, a defense 
attorney, retaliated with a statement 
that Steve Kascholk, State’s star wit- 
ness, who said he was invited to join 
the alleged plot would be arrested 
within six months and charged with 
the murder of Mellett. 

The trial of two weeks reached its 
climax yesterday when McDermott took 
the stand made a flat denial of the 
charges brought against him and ac- 
cused Kascholk of the crime. 

E. L. Mills, chief counsel for McDer- 
mott, contended in his argument to the 
jury the State had offered no convinc- 
ing evidence of conspiracy and added: 

“Even if everything the State has 
tried to prove were true, McDermott 
would still be innocent. Mills told the 
jury it would be a sad Christmas in the 
Mellett home, but that ‘“‘must not sway 
you and cause you to send this boy to 
the electric chair on a day when the 
spirit of love is abroad in the world— 
on Christmas day.” 

All day long Mrs. Florence H. Mel- 
lett, widow of the publisher, and her 
four children, the oldest of whom is 11, 
sat in the courtroom. When Mills 
spoke of Christmas and then painted a 
picture of the death chamber in the 
Ohio penitentiary Mrs. Mellett wept.

Husband of Victim Attempts 
Suicide When Bodies 
Are Discovered.

Farwell, Tex., Dec. 24 (By A. P.).— 
Dazed and delirious after stabbing him- 
self three times, George J. Hassell, 45, 
was unable tonight to give police an 
explanation of the deaths of his wife 
and her eight children, whose bodies 
were found today in a dugout on their 
farm, 3 miles from here. 

As Hassell was being questioned by 
officers he stabbed himself with a 
pocket knife. He was brought to a hos- 
pital here and tonight doctors reported 
that he was dying. 

Police were called to the farm by 
anonymous reports that Hassell had 
been acting strangely and that his 
family, whom he announced several 
days ago were visiting in Oklahoma, 
could not be found. No charges have 
been placed against him, as authorities 
were waiting the outcome of his condi- 
tion. 

After Hassell stabbed himself a 
search of the farm revealed the bodies 
in the dugout, which had caved in. A 
blood-covered ax was nearby. The bodies 
had been buried about three weeks. 

The children, who were Hassell’s step- 
children, ranged in age from 2 to 21. 
The youngest child apparently had been 
choked to death. The others had been 
slain with an ax. 

Bodies of the mother and the three 
younger children had been placed in 
one corner of the cave. The oldest son 
was in a sitting posture in another 
corner. The bodies of the other chil- 
dren had been laid with considerable 
care between the son and the other 
group. 

Teh dead, besides the mother, are: 
Alton, 21; Virgil, 18; Maude, 14; Rus- 
sell, 12; David, 7; John, 6; Mamie, 4, 
and Sammie, 2. 


Hassell’s brother died two years ago 
and Hassell married the _ brother's 
widow, assuming the care of the eight 
children. Authorities are unable to 
assign a motive for the slayings. Neigh- 
bors say that about a month ago Has- 
sell had complained that his wife had 
asked him to stop using liquor. He 
declared at the time, it is said, that 
he was fond of the children and was 
going to “mend his ways.”

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 24 (By A. P.).— 
Bacon and eggs were sizzling in a pan 
on a galley stove, a dog was running 
up and down the deck barking, and 
her hold was filled with liquors— 
champagne, whisky, gin and alcohol— 
valued at more than $500,000, but there 
was not a human being on board the 
Honduran auxiliary schooner Julito 
when she was boarded by crews from 
two coast guard boats in the Poquoson 
river, near York river, late yesterday. 

The crew apparently had left the 
whisky-laden craft only a few minutes 
before the coast guard boats arrived.

Sees Butler Bill-as Substitute 
for Authorization Now

(By Associated Press.) 


Despite the efforts of some congres- 
sional leaders to get him to change 
his views, President Coolidge still holds 
to the opinion that it would be un- 
wise to make appropriations at this 
time for the three light cruisers al- 
ready authorized by Congress. 

At the White House yesterday it was 
disclosed that the President looks on 
the Butler bill, which would authorize 
construction of ten such craft, as a 
substitute for the three-cruiser authori- 
zation now in effect. 

Uniess Congress grants a time ,ex- 
tension the cruisers already authorized 
must be under construction before 
next July 1. It was pointed out at the 
White House that the Butler bill now 
on the House calendar sets no time 
limit for the beginning of construction. 
While members of the House naval 
J committee, which approved the Butler 
bill, are willing to wait until later for

‘Bear Hunt in Detroit; 
Police Kill Animal 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 24 (By A. P.) — 
Police, whose recent orders from head- 
quarters have been “shoot to kill” in 
their effort to halt a series of holdups 
and fatal shootings, turned bear hunt- 
ers for a short but exciting half-hour 
tonight when John Lambrecht’s 200- 
pound black bear bit the hand that at- 
tempted to feed him and instituted a 
brief reign of terror. 

The bear broke its chains when its 
master offered the usual bread and jam 
supper and tore him severely. Four 
shots fired by Lambrecht only served to 
enrage the animal, which lumbered 
away in the darkness. A police flier 
picked up the scent and the animal was 
surrounded in a vacant lot, where po- 
lice fired from a discreet distance with 
their riot guns and pistols.

“Merry Christmas,” and then made the 
children repeat “Merry Christmas” in 
chorus. She was rewarded with an en- 
thusiastic response.

ARRESTS MAY BE RESULT 


Certain witnesses in the Houck mys- 
tery are “holding out” information on 
him, in the opinion of Headquarters 
Detective Benjamin Kuehling, who is 
investigating the case. 

One of the witnesses, a physician at 
St. Elizabeths hospital, has not told the | 
truth on at least two occasions, the de- | 
tective stated. Unless this man and | 
certain others show a greater willing- | 
ness to cooperate, Kuehling warned, it | 
may be necessary to place “somebody’’ 
under arrest. 

Tt now is ten days since Mrs. Gladys 
W. Houck disappeared from her home 
at 3127 Nichols avenue southeast. In 
that time no word has been heard from | 
or of her. The woods and the sewers | 
in the neighborhood have been search- 
ed, the river has been dragged, dozens 
of out-of-town friends have been tele- 
graphed, but no clew as to her where- 
abouts has been found. | 

It is six days since the woman's 
husband, Dr. Knutt Houck, was re- 
turned to this city and placed in Gal- 
linger hospital under police guard. He 
was brought here from Hornell, N. Y., | 
where he went after his wife disap- 
peared following a quarrel, and where | 
he was arrested in his underwear after 
he had created a violent scene in a 
hotel. 

What amazes Detective Kuehling 
and other investigators is Dr. Houck’'s 
apparent indifference. Never does he 
ask about his wife or his 3-year-old 
son, Kuehling said last night. When 
he was taken to his apartment and on | 
a walk around Giesboro point yester- | 
day, the detective said, the doctor 
acted as though he were out for a 
pleasure stroll. 

There was to have been happiness) 
and merriment in the Houck homeo in| 
Congress Heights today—the outlook | 
now is for desolation and mystery. 

“We are no nearer a solution of the | 
mystery than we were at the begin-| 
ning,” one of the detectives investigat- | 
ing the case said yesterday. Anything) 
may have happened to Mrs. Houck, they | 
say. She may have been murdered, she 
may have committed suicide or she may | 
be in hiding, alive and well. 

Dr. Houck was taken to his home| 
in Congress Heights yesterday. The. 
detectives who took him there were | 
in hopes that the old, familiar 
scenes would prick his memory and 
bring out something that he had not 
revealed before. Their hopes were in 
vain; nothing new or useful was de- 
veloped. 

Leaving the home, the detectives took 
Dr. Houck for a walk in the woods in 
back of his house. He had told them a 
week before that he went into these | 
woods in search of his wife the morning | 
he found her gone. 

Headquarters Detective Ben Kuehling | 
and Capt. James E. Wilson, of the| 
Eleventh precinct, fired questions at | 
Dr. Houck throughout the walk. They | 
said later that hé made no statement | 
that is likely to be of any help. 

From the Houck home in Nichols ave- 
nue the party started in the direction | 
of Giesboro point. About 3 miles were | 
traversed altogether, taking in Buena 
Vista, the steel plant and part of Boll- | 
ing field. Dr. Houck said that he and | 
Mrs. Houck often strolled through the 
woods in that vicinity. 

On a chance that they might find | 
Mrs. Houck’s body, fifteen employes of | 
the sewer department made a search of | 
the sewers in Congress Heights yester- | 
day.

However, it appears that little or no 
outlay of money was required; the mcre 
announcement that the Bank of France 
was ready to satisfy all appetities of a 
speculative nature threw a wet bininket 
on everything but legitimate exchange 
business, and operations suddenly fell 
to insignificant proportions. 

The operation had a healthy effect 
on general business. The bourse, after 
an irregular session Thursday showed 
considerable improvement today. The 
general opinion is that M. Poincare has 
cleverly checkmated speculators who 
had been seeking indications as to the 
figure at which the franc was likely 
to be stabilized, but were caught un- 
awares by the sudden official announce- 
ment.

Herring has spent some time in Mexico 
himself making arrangements with the 
Calles government, and the fact that 
some of his party are foriegn ministers 
seems to have occasioned no difficulty. 

“This is not the first so-called fact- 
finding committee that has gone to 
Mexico. Dr. Herring himself conducted 
a smilar committee to Mexico last sum- 
end if the report made then can 
be taken as a criterion, but little in the 
way of truth or of justice can be 
looked for now.

U.S. TOURISTS SPEND 
HUGE SUM IN CANADA| = 


Total Is Nearly Half of All 
Other Countries, League 
Report States. 


American tourists spend almost half 
as much annually in Canada as they 
do in all the remaining countries of the 
world combined, according to estimates 
compiled by the League of Nations. 
Tourists from this country spent $190,- 
000,000 each year in Canada, and $420,- 
000,000 in European and other coun- 
tries. 

This is despite the fact that the 
average American tourist abroad spends 
$1,300 on the trip. The Polish or Ital- 
lan tourist traveling in another coun- 
try than the United States spends be- 
tween $115 and $137, accor ing to a 
survey just completed by the league. 
The average spent by Americans rep- 
resents the mean between the §500,000 
spent by the. collector of portraits and 
the few hundred dollars spent by the 
school teacher. 

The United States is the most ex- 
pensive country for the tourist. Ger- 
many, with its average of $66.60 a trip, 
is the cheapest. The visitor here spends 
between $400 and $500. The league's 
survey estimates that American tour- 
ists spend $334,000,000 more each year 
in other countries than foreign tour- 
ists spend in this country.

NEUTRALIZING TACNA-ARICA. 


| Apparently Peru will reply adversely to 
| Secretary Kellogg in response to his proposal 
relating to the disposition of Tacna and Arica. 
An inquiry by the Peruvian government as to

| leges could be given to all nations using the

| The creation of a neutral state of Tacna and 
Arica would avoid wounding the susceptibil- 
| ities of Chile and Peru, and would give to 
| Bolivia all the practical advantages that would 
| be enjoyed by her if the territory were ceded 
| outright. If Peru objects to the cession to 
| Bolivia as a matter of pride, and insists upon 
| retaining an equal share of responsibility for 
the maintenance of the territory, the Kellogg 
proposal will have to be abandoned. But the 
same ends can be reached, possibly, through a 
neutralization plan acceptable to all parties. 
Chile, having accepted in principle the pro- 
| posed cession to Bolivia, would hardly be ex- 
| pected to object to neutralization.

| ADMIRAL BENSON'S VIEWS. 


| Admiral Benson, oné of the members of the 


United States Shipping Board, has told the 
subcommittee of the Senate commerce com- 
mittee that, in his opinion, there are only two 
methods of maintaining an American merchant 
marine; one, govermment supervision and own- 
ership, and the other private ownership and

featured by mob violence, broken bones, and 
vitriolic personal attacks. Mosley’s titled wife 
and the wealth of the young couple, as shown 
in their clothes, automobiles, and palatial 
homes, made their standing as socialists seem 
somewhat incongruous, and the most was 
made of these elements by their opponents, 
Mosley countered by announcing that, for the 
time being, his wife had dropped her title and 
that to the electors of Smethwick she was 
simply “the Missus.”’ She herself took an ac- 
tive part in the electioneering, kissing tene- 
ment children and leading the singing of 
laborite songs, while her husband haranguea 
at street corners waving a red flag with each 
hand. 

The family complications introduced into 
the campaign were extraordinary. The labor 
candidate’s father, Sir Oswald Mosley, natur- 
ally disapproves of his son’s socialistic lean- 
ings, and did his best to damage the said son’s 
chances of success by declaring that he was 
born with a gold spoon in his mouth and had 
never done an honest day’s work in his life. 
Further, not only did Premier Baldwin send a 
personal message to the Smethwick conserva- 
tives but even his daughter, Betty, entered the 
fray in order to offset the cajolements of Lady 
Cynthia. Then Baldwin's son, Oliver, who is 
an out-and-out socialist, was imported into the 
constituency, so that his presence and argu- 
ments might discount his sister’s efforts. Al- 
together, it was a crisscross affair, a regular 
mix-up and, incidentally, as fine an exhibition 
of the political differences that may exist in 
families a8 British voters have been treated to 
in many a moon. 

The result was an outstanding triumph for 
labor or at least for socialism. The vacancy 
had been caused by the resignation of the sit- 
ting member, who had been returned as 
member of the labor party by a clear majority 
of some 1.300 over his conservative and lib- 
eral opponents. This majority Mosley in- 
creased to more than 4,000, the figures being 
Mosley, labor, 16,077; Pike, conservative, 
9, 495, and Bayliss, liberal, 2,600. This result 
under all the circumstances, is a striking dem- 
onstration of the hold that labor is gaining and 
retaining in British politics. It certainly gives 
color to the claims that have been set up as 
to the direction of the flowing tide.

A DIRT FARMER. 


' Announcement is made that Secretary Jar- 
‘dine has appointed Lloyd S. Tenney chief of 
the bureau of agricultural economics. ‘That 
particular division of the department is per- 
-haps the most versatile bureau of any under 
the Federal government, and it is doubtful if 
Mr. Jardine could have discovered a dirt farm- 
er in the whole United States who is bet- 
ter qualified to fill the bill. 

Mr. Tenney has been connected with the De- 
partment of Agriculture for a number of years, 
and has occupied many important positions un- 
der the various Secretaries fromthe days of

BRITISH LABOR GAINS. 


British labor is vociferously proclaiming 
that the flowing political tide is with it, and 
the results of recent by-elections seem to sub- 
stantiate the claim. At Chelmsford, in Essex, 
the labor candidate was, indeed, only third in 
a three-cornered contest, but he more than 
doubled the labor vote, polling 6,140 as 
against the previous record of 2,904. At Hull 
Commander Kenworthy, who had been re- 
|} turned as a liberal for that constituency at 
the general election, forswore his political al- 
legiance, joined the labor party, resigned his 
seat, and stood again as a candidate under the 
aegis of the new banner to which he had 
pledgéd fealty. He was opposed by a conser- 
vative and a liberal, but he secured more votes 
than both combined, and incidentally in- 
creased his own figure from 15,234 to 16,145. 
In his glee, he announced that the result was 
tantamount to the service of a notice to quit 
on Baldwin, the conservative prime minister, 
and the circumstarfces certainly tended to 
show that the boast was more than a. mere 
empty one. ' 

Perhaps, however, the most significant of all 
these contests was that which has just been 
concluded at Smethwick, near , Birmingham. 
Here there were also three candidates, & labor- 
| ite, a conservative, and a liberal. The Jabor 
standard bearer was Oswald Mosley,’ a social- 


granddaughter ef the late Levi Z. Letter, of 
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ist, who is married to Lady Cynthia Curzon, a. 
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Last year the number was some 2,250,000 
fewer, the gain over 1925 being over 11 per 
cent. Of the total nearly 3,000,000 are com- 
mercial vehicles. New York maintains its 
leadership in the registration column with 
1,800,000, or about half as many motor ve- 
hicles as there are in the rest of the world, ex- 
cluding the United States. 

Even more startling, however, are the fig- 
ures made public by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission last Thursday to the effect that the 
motor bus, sprung up in the last few years as a 
factor in transportation, has surpassed the 
railroads of the country in mileage. There are 
today more than 22,000 buses in operation as 
common carriers over nearly 353,000 line 
miles. This is considerably greater than the 
mileage credited to all the railways. Although 
the railroads have in some instances gone into 
bus operation, they control only 502 vehicles, 
the combined line mileage of which is but ap- 
proximately 6,800. 

The motor bus has reached front rank in 
commerce. Everywhere it is being used on 
short suburban hauls. On the Pacific coast 
it is being operated on 24-hour schedules. Im- 
mediately after the first of the year a 1,590- 
mile route of through buses between Dallas 
and Los Angeles, the longest continuous bus 
line operated by one company in the United 
States, will be inaugurated. If traffic is as 
heavy as anticipated, the terminus will be ex- 
tended farther eastward to Shreveport, La., 
and daily service on a 30-mile-an-hour sche- 
dule maintained throughout the year. Quietly, 
fighting stiff competition at all times, the bus 
has forged ahead. The industry has passed 
the experimental stage and seems to be stand- 
ing firmly on its own feet. 


The market for Se@gquicentennial participa- 
tion certificates, sold to the citizens of Phil- 
adeiphia in a $3,000,000 issue last spring in 
order to raise funds to get the exposition un- 
der way, is becoming active again. Early in 
December a $1,000 certificate was sold at pub- 
lic auction for $40, and the event was duly 
chronicled in the press, Yesterday a $10,000 
certificate changed hands on the Philadelphia 
Stock Exchange for $6, while a $6,000 block 
brought half that amount. At the present 
selling price original purchasers will collect 
a total of about $1,566 on their $2,600,000 
investment.

‘Pastoral Lelie Announces 
That Offerings Will Be Pre- 
sented St. Paul’s Day. 


CHAPEL HONORS PRELATE 


’ 


The offering of the diocese of Wash- | 


ington for the memorial to Bishop 
‘Harding will be presented in Washing- 
ton cathedral at a special service on 
(St. Paul's day, January 25, 1927. This 
‘announcement was made yesterday in a 
pastoral letter sent by the Rt. Rev. 
James E. Freeman, D. D., bishop of 
Washington, throughout the dlocese. 

The memorial to the late Rt. Rev. 
Alfred Harding, second bishop of Wash- 
‘ington, will be in the form of the 
‘Chapel of the Resurrection in the crypt 
of the south transept of Washington 
‘cathedral. In his letter Bishop Free- 
"man calls this chapel “a beautifully ap- 
propriate monument to Bishop Hard- 
ine’s devotional life.” 

The memorial chapel, a Norman 
etructure, believed to be the first of 


‘its type erected since the eleventh cen- 
turv, Is completed, but the furnishings 
and mural paintings soon to set its 
walls ablaze with color are, for the) 
‘most part, yet to be given by friends of | 
the late churchman. Opportunity is| 
now available to Bishop Harding's ad- | 
mirers and friends to offer gifts for this | 
purpose. | 

Bishop Freeman says, in part, in his| 
letter: “In the faith that all of Bishop) 
Harding's friends here in his own dlo- 
cese will value the privilege of giving 
for the building and furnishing of this 
chapel the offering which we shall make 
on St. Paul’s day will be devoted to) 
that purpose. It is an offering which, 
like the gifts of the children of Israel | 
to the temple, will be given joyously; 
‘then the people rejoiced, for that they 
offered willingly, because with perfect 
heart they offered willingly to the Lord.’ 
Only in this spirit could we really share 
jn a memorial to one who with an 
amazing literalness gave all that he had 
to the poor and who spent his strength 
and his love for all of us. 

“A life lke Bishop Harding's can- 
not die: his faith, his steadfastness 
and his gentleness still spread thelr 
influence in widening circles of en- 
couragement to those whose faith may 
falter or whose purposes may waver. 
Fach of us, then, must wish to have a 
part in the building and furnishing of 
this chapel which shall tell future 
renerations that we were grateful to 
God for setting before us the insplira- 
tion of a saintly life.’

Here will be placed a beauti- 
ful sarcophagus, designs for which are 
now being prepared by W. D. Caroe, 
resident architect of Canterbury cathe- 
dral. England, who designed and execut- 
ed the tomb of the late Rev. Henry | 
Yates. Satterles, first bishop of Wash- 
ineton, which stands in the ambulatory 
of the Bethlehem chapel.

BENJAMIN RUSH, OF 1776 
FAME, 13 HONORED HERE 


Services Commemorating the 
181st Anniversary of Declara- 
tion signer Held at Statue. 


WAS we SCIENTIST

Services commemorating the 18l1st 
anniversary of the birth of Benjamin 
Rush, signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, were conducted yesterday 
under the auspices of the Sons of the 
Revolution at the Naval hospital 
grounds. A representative of the French 
embassy participated in the ceremony in 
memory of the alliance between France 
and the United States during the revo- 
lutionary war. 

The American flag, Continental stand- 
ards, the Bourbon emblem of France 
and banners of the Sons of the Revo- 
lution arranged at the base of 
the statue. 
U. S. N., pronounced the invocation, and 
the wreath was placed by members of 
a committee of the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion, in charge of Dr. Stewart Mun- 
caster. Others included Dr. A. B. Ben- 


nett, jr. Rear Admiral Cary «7. Gray- 
son, U. S. N.; Dr. Charles C. Marbury, 
Dr. Edward C. Morse, Dr. J. Crayke 
Simpson, Dr. Ralph Jenkins, Dr. John 
Van Rensselaer and Dr. Walter A. 
Wells. These were accompanied by the 
color guard of the society and mem- 
bers of the board of managers. 

The Rush statue is the work of the 
sculptor R. Hinton Perry. It was erect- 
ed by the American Medical associa- 
tion and accepted by the President of 
the United States on behalf of the na- 
tion, June 11, 1904. Benjamin Rush, 
in whose honor the statue was raised, 
was born in Byberry Township, Pa., De- 
cember 24, 1745, and died in Philadel- 
phia, April 19, 1813. He was a gradu- 
ate of Princeton and received a medi- 
cine degree from the University of Ed- 
inburgh. Becoming successively an au- 
lecturer and college professor, he 
later joined the revolutionary party in 
America, and was one of the leading 
spirits in the war for independence. A 
member of the Continental. Congress 
and surgeon general of the medical de- 
partment of Pennsylvania, he received 
gifts and testimonials from 
every crowned head in Europe a’

and strain” of football cited by 

critics of the great gg gee 
game is not so serious after all, 
figures compiled at the University br 
Michigan are to be rejied upon. The 
loss of sleep and weight throughout the 
“prolonged mental strain” of a football 
campaign seems to be a myth. 

Only one man out of the forty odd 
players composing the Michigan grid- 
iron squad suffered any weight losses 
through the last season. 

This was Walter Weber, fullback, of 
St. Clemens, Mich. Weber lost regu- 
larly a day before the games, only to 
pick up his weight by the following 
Tuesday. His weight then remained 
constant until the following Friday, 
figures show. 


In spite of the fact that men in 
rigid training usually undergo 
weight losses, four of Michigan’s 
regulars gained regularly through 
the season.

| Curing the Barking Dog 


By ROBERT S. LEMMON. 
HE old saying that a dog’s bark 
is worse than his bite is capable 
of another interpretation than 
the one usually placed upon it—to the 
ears of the surrounding community at 
large the yapping of a chronic barker 
is far more annoying than any hypo- 
thetical proclivity he may have for 
closing his jaws on something more 
inanimate than a chop bone or a dish 
of soup meat. In other words, the ha- 
bitually noisy dog is a nuisance. 


If it were possible to classify bark- 
ing dogs they might be grouped under 
two general heads—those that raise a 
row. over some real or fancied intrusion 
upon their masters’ domains and those 
that bark extravagantly from scatter- 


'brained excitement, imaginary spooks 
|of varied genera or simply because they 
|have nothing else to do.

The dog that barks to pass the time 
presents a different problem for solu- 
tion. With him it is chiefly a question 
of justice and punishment. Supposing 
he is confined in a yard or on chain 
and is habitually noisy. First make sure 
that the cause is not hunger or thirst 


or insufficient exercise, and then pun- | 


ish him lightly while you order him to 
“be still!” A few repetitions should 
teach him the meaning of command, 
and thereafter it is merely a question 
of catching him in the act and punish- 
ing accordingly. Often a sound switch- 
ing or two is necessary to effect a cure, 
especially if the habit is of long stand- 
ing, but perseverance will count here as 
in all dog handling. 

The third type—the dog who is for- 
ever challenging ghosts to come and do 
battle with him—is the hardest of all 
to handle. This brand of barking usu- 
ally arises from an extremely nervous, 
faltering character, and about the only 
thing you can do is to try and_ build up 
confidence by keeping the dog with you 
as much as possible and showing him 
that his suspicions are all foolishness. 

In the final analysis, the cases of 
really incurable barking habits are rare 
indeed if you apply sensible reasoning 
to their treatment.

CAPT P. A. WELKER, 
SCIENTIST, DIES HERE 


Was Engaged in Geodetic 
Work Throughout United 


States and Possessions.. 


Capt. Philip A. Welker, 69 years old, 
@ prominent scientist, retired from the 
United States coast and, geodetic sur- 
vey, died early yesterday at his home 
in the Somerset house, 1801 Sixteenth 
street northwest. 

Capt. Welker was born in Toledo, 
Ohio, June 1, 1857, and was graduated 
from Cornell university in 1878. He 
was appointed to the coast and geodetic 
survey in 1879 and was engaged in work 
for the government throughout nearly 
every section of the United States, 
Alaska, Porto Rico, Panama and the 
oe me islands. 

His surveys of the coasts of Porto 
Rico and of the Isthmus of Panama 
formed the basis for some of the first 
complete navigating charts of those 
waters prepared by the government.
